- Farmers and ranchers in Jones 
County have set a national record 
for the building of terraces, when 
1,253 miles were comstructed in 1948, 
Eugene Gainous,, AAA adviser for 
the county, said. 
The record is far ahead of any set 
in Texas, Gainous said, and is be­ 
lieved to me more than any other 
mnty in the entire nation built 
faring the year. 
Payment of $79.20 per mile for 
the terraces is made by the Jones 


ACA. 
The government -will make the 
loans if the wheat is stored in com- j 
oliance with government regulations 
in proper grainaries or bins, Gainous 
said. 
The grain must have been stored 
for 30 days prior to application for 
the loans, which will be made with­ 
in a few days following application. 
Proper 
storage, 
Gainous 
said, 
means storage in well-constructed 
bins, 
offering 
protection 
against 
weather, rodents and insects. The 
wheat must be held by the farm er 
on his own responsibility without 
loss of quality to the grain. 
Loans are made on 9 5 percent of 
the wheat held in storage, w’ith 
five per cent being held by the gov­ 
ernment as a margin. When the 
grain is delivered to the commodity 
Credit Corporation, however, pay- 
payment is made for 100 per cent 
of the wheat.
